Statement of Services for which the Decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 2nd September, 1977 at about 6.15 PM, six armed 
persons committed dacoity in a shop at Sadar Bazar, Delhi, 
and decamped with a cash box. They also stabbed and 
injured the owner of the shop. When the assailants were 
escaping in a car with the looted property, people raised a 
hue and cry on hearing which Constable Rana Partap of 
Delhi Police and Lance Naik Thakur Bahadur and Constable 
Sudhir Chandra of the Central Reserve Police Force who 
were posted at Bara Tooti Chowk, stopped the assailants 
car. In their bid to escape the criminals opened ftre. The 
three police officials unmindful of the grave risk to their 


lives, surrounded the car and grappled with the armed crimi- 
nals. In the melee the criminals shot and injured Constable 
Rana Partap and stabbed Constable Sudhir Chandra of the 
Central Reserve Police Force. Lance Naik Thakur Bahadur 
also received a knife injury on his left arm. Despite receiv- 
ing injuries they continued to grapple with the criminals 
and succeeded in overpowering one of them and also recover- 
ed the stolen cash box. 

In this encounter Shri Rana Partap, Shri Thakur Bahadur 
and Shri Sudhir Chandra exhibited alertness, courage, deter- 
mination and devotion to duty of a Pligh order. 

2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4 (i) 
of the rules governing the 'award of the Police Medal and 
consequently carry with them the special allowance admis- 
sible under rule 5, with effect from the 2nd September, 1977.

Subject : — Causes of the failure of the bridge over river Tinao 
in Nepal 

No, 28012-A(4)/78-W4. — The Bridge over River Tinao at 
Nepal was constructed as a part of the Indian-aided project of 
Mahendra Raj Marg (Central Sector), The Bridge was a 
single span balanced cantilever 82.4 metre span with two 
floating spans of 4,65 metres each on either side and two land 
spans of 7,37 metres each beyond the floating spans, The main 
span was founded on well foundations and the edges of the 
floating spans and the land spans were founded on abutment 
frames which had shallow foundations, 

2. Sometime on the 24th August 1978 some cracks were 
observed on the parapet and later in the return walls as well 
as on abutment frames supporting the land span on the 
Nepal ganj side. Similar cracks were also seen m the vertical 
side face of the hill. On the night of 7th September there was 
a further movement of the hill; within 24 hours the movement 
was 12 cms. At about 12.25 noon on the 10th September 
1978 the entire bridge, particularly the Nepalganj end, was 
bodily lifted upwards to the extent of 4 to 5 metres and was 
twisted, crushed and folded up, 

3. The failure of the bridge raises issues of a far reaching 
nature and it would, be desirable both from the technical as 
well as administrative angles, to have the causes of the damage 
studied in depth and to seek ways to avoid recurrence of such 
disasters in future. The Government of India has accordingly 
decided to appoint for this purpose a committee of experts 
belonging to various engineering organisations.
